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Subseaquently, Mr. Wilceve. telephoned and seemed somewhat 
disturbed that we had not responded te him perscaally siace he had 
telephoned previously. 

Also, arrangemeate were made for Mr. Seresferd, Chief 
Counsel for the Committes, te meet with representatives af O&I te 
diecuss the content of the prepesed bricfing. 


7. The Divector telephoned Mr. Cannen, Chairman of ClA 
Sabcommittes of House Apprepriations. to discuss the question of briefing 
the Kilday Subcommittee on fiscal matters. Mr. Cannon was mest reluctast 


to advise the Director on this and indicated he wae going to talk to Mr. Taber 


abeut it. Mr. Cannon suggested that we try to answer questions in a 
general way. Mr. Dalles is attempting te reach Mr. Taber directly.

committees and the immuaity accorded certain individuals involving national 
security, etc. Although we did net have copies of these reports, Mr. Maley 
was given citations to the various reports in the U. 5. Code Congressional
